The Tampa, Florida, congregation en- 
tered its beautiful edifice on Sunday, Jan- 
uary 4. Rev. John C. Jernigan, General 
Overseer, and Rev. Wm. E. Johnson, state 
overseer, officiated in the dedicatory serv- 
ice at 11 a. m. 


This $75,000 building was built under 
the pastorate of Rev. H. B. Ramsey and 
replaces a former building used by the con- 
gregation for twelve years. The main audi- 
torium is 46 by 70 feet, with a vestibule 
9 by 18 feet. The Sunday School annex is 
32 by 70 feet, and the two buildings are 
connected by a corridor 28 by 32 feet. The 
annex and corridor are divided into thirteen 
rooms, with two rest rooms and a furnace 
room. The auditorium has hardwood floors, 
fluorescent lights, and an automatic heat- 
ing and ventilating system. The church is 
also equipped with a beautiful baptistry and 
is covered with a lifetime roof of asbestos 
shingles.

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National Sunday School Convention 
Cincinnati, Ohio

The National Sunday School Con- 
vention, as I observed, was an out- 
standing success. This convention was 
sponsored by the National Sunday 
School Association, at Hotel Gibson, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, October 8-10. 

The new organization of funda- 
mental and evangelistic groups (of 
which we, the CHURCH OF GOD, are 
a part) is banding together to see a 
great revival of our most indispensa- 
ble institution, the Sunday School. 
My vocabulary fails when I try to 
tell what my impression of this great 
meeting really was. 

We saw men and women of various 
faiths assemble and discuss with 
great fervor ways and means to pro- 
mote the Sunday School, as well as 
how to defend THE FAITH and get 
THE GOSPEL to mankind that they 
might be saved. 

One can hardly realize the great 
importance of the Sunday School un- 
til you attend such a session and hear 
such men as Dr. Clarence Benson, 
nationally known Sunday School 
authority; Dr. Archer E. Ander- 
son, president of the National Sun- 
day School Association; and such 
women as Miss Henrietta C. Mears, 
editor-in-chief, Gospel Light Press, 
and youth department director, 
Hollywood Presbyterian Church. 

Upon our arrival at Hotel Gibson, 
where the convention was to open 
that evening, we found the Board of 
Directors of the organization in ses- 
sion. Rev. J. H. Walker, our Editor- 
in-Chief, was meeting with the Board, 
as he is one of the directors. Rev. 
Zeno C. Tharp, overseer of South 
Carolina, was meeting with the N.A.- 
E.A. Board, as he is a member of this 
Board. People were arriving from all 
over the nation. They were friendly, 
each introducing himself. 

The evening session opened with a 
good attendance. Greetings were ex- 
tended by Dr. R. L. Decker, president 
of the N.A.E., and Dr. Archer E. 
Anderson, president of the National 
Sunday School Association. We were 
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Rev. Brady Dennis 


told that the circulation of the Na- 
tional Sunday School Association les- 
sons for 1948 would be taught to ap- 
proximately one million people. 

Dr. Roy S. Hollomon, pastor, Ex- 
change Avenue Baptist Church, Okla- 
homa City, delivered a great sermon, 
“Improbable Helpers.” He showed us 
that even in this day of great danger 
and alarm God has men yet, who 
will lead us through this hour, as 
well as lead America into a great 
Sunday School revival. He illustrated 
that Joseph of Arimathaea was the 
most improbable one we would sug- 
gest to bury Jesus. Probably, we would 
have suggested his brothers, or per- 
haps John, or His disciples, but it was 
Joseph who laid His body away. Elijah 
thought he was the only prophet left, 
but God fed him and let him rest, 
and told him that he had seven thou- 
sand who had not bowed their knees 
to Baal. 

In our local churches, it is often 
the least expected ones who come to 
our aid in time of dire circumstances. 
“These improbable helpers are re- 
vealed to us by crises.” Shall we al- 
ways put our faith in God, and He 
will supply our needs for leadership 
as the needs arise. 


The day sessions were largely study 
groups, taking in such important sub- 
jects as “Teacher’s Training,” ‘“Week- 
day Christian Education,” “Audio- 
Visual Education,” “Sunday School 
Extension,” “Vacation Bible Schools,” 
and “Departmental Sessions” (taking 
in each department of the Sunday 
School). 

Dr. Clarence Benson, vice-president 
of the National Sunday School As- 
sociation, gave a timely lecture. His 
appraisal of the Sunday School is very 
high. He stated that if he were called 
to pastor a church, he wouldn’t worry 
about the salary the church paid. He 
would ask two questions: “How much 
did the church pay to foreign mis- 
sions last year?” “What is the Sunday 
School attendance?” If a church is 
mission-minded and its people attend 
Sunday School, the rest will take care 
of itself. 

One of our greatest problems in 
Sunday School, today, is the Sunday 
School teachers. We need more teach- 
ers taking the teacher’s training 
courses, that our teachers might be 
more efficient workers. 

“A greater effort in Sunday School 
attendance among church members 
should be encouraged.” He told us 
that the Southern Presbyterians had 
equal to 60 per cent of its church 
membership in Sunday School, but 
he made no bones about telling the 
convention that that was not true in 
all cases. He went on to say that the 
Assembly of God had equal to 300 
per cent of its church membership, 
the Church of God had 259 per cent, 
and the Free Methodist 236 per cent. 

He further encouraged the thought 
of “branch Sunday Schools.” The 
Southern Presbyterians have gone on 
record as having an outpost Sunday 
School for every church in their 
movement this year. He explained 
that Dr. W. W. Savage, of Pontiac, 
Mich., has organized fifteen churches 
in and around Pontiac through the 
branch Sunday School. The writer 
personally knows Dr. Savage and 
knows this to be a fact, inasmuch 
as I pastored in that city. This has

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Recently I was greatly impressed with the statement 
made by Chester Bowles, Chairman of the International 
Advisory Committee of the United Nations Appeal for 
Children. He said, “The United Nations Appeal for Chil- 
dren cannot wait for this long range solution. It cannot 
aim at world reconstruction. It must attempt to do only 
what is immediately practical. Even with this limitation, 
the needs are so brutally staggering that it is difficult to 
grasp their significance. 

“Two-thirds of all the 2,310,000,000 people alive in the 
world today are not getting enough to eat. Half of all the 
people—1,155,000,000 of them—are actually living close 
to the starvation line. In the language of the United Na- 
tions Food and Agriculture Organization, their food con- 
sumption is ‘not high enough to maintain normal health, 
allow for normal growth of children, or furnish enough 
energy for normal work.’ 

“Forty per cent of the earth’s population consists of 
children under the age of fifteen—and forty per cent of 
the people near starvation are children under fifteen. This 
arithmetic of tragedy presents a vivid picture of the so- 
called ‘growing generation.’ At present, to an alarming 
degree, it is a picture of a dying generation. Four hun- 
dred and sixty-two million children, spread across the 
earth, need help so urgently that a vast number of them, 
even with a most wholehearted effort on our part, have 
little hope for survival. Let us face these facts now, and 
let us never forget them, for the time must come when we 
shall have no escape from them and their implications. 

“It is estimated that 125,000,000 of these children live in 
remote areas without railroads or truck roads to bring 
them food, even if the food were available. This means 
337,000,000 can be assisted through the critical period 
if only the food, medicine, and resources are made avail- 
able in time.” 

Mr. Bowles stated that there were 230,000,000 children 
within the reach of outside aid but beyond the resources 
now offered to them. “In two areas alone—Europe and the 
Far East—it is estimated on the most reliable information 
available that there are at least 200,000,000 needy chil- 
dren. Of these, 60,000,000 are in Europe and 140,000,000 
in the Far East. 

“Let us face directly the magnitude of this responsibility 
of our generation, and the cost, on the basis of existing 
programs. 

“The bulk of the funds raised by the Appeal will be dis- 
tributed by the International Children’s Emergency Fund, 
an agency of the United Nations. It is their plan to help 
as many children as can be reached with available re- 
sources from governments, the Furid originally expected 
to receive $400,000,000 with which to aid 20,000,000 children 
for a year. Instead, they have only $30,000,000—and can 
help only some 4,000,000 children, for only six months. 

“The Fund will help countries which are helping them- 
selves. Towards a daily supplementary meal, provided by 
each country, the Fund will contribute the equivalent of 
a glass of skimmed milk, flavored with cocoa, some fat, 
consisting of lard or margarine, and a small portion of 
canned meat, fish or cod-liver oil. This will cost about 


three and a half cents. 
“To give this much to the 230,000,000 children who are 
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within reach of modern transportation and who can ex- 
pect little or no aid either from government sources or 
from volunteer agencies, would cost $1,470,000,000 for only 
a six months’ period. 

“In addition, there is the problem of disease, which goes 
hand in hand with malnutrition. It has been estimated 
that 4,500,000 children in Europe alone suffer from tu- 
berculosis. We must do what we can to protect them from 
this and other diseases by immunization and protective 
vitamins. 

“The task is enormous, but we cannot afford to tell the 
next generation that it is impossible. In view of the chal- 
lenge, discouragement is a luxury that we cannot afford. 

“The Allies spent more than $409,000,000 each day for 
nearly two thousand days of World War II for war ma- 
terials only. We told ourselves that we were spending this 
money so that our children might grow up in a world of 
lasting peace and freedom. If we are to meet only the 
minimum needs of those children whom we can hope 
to help, we will spend less than the cost of war materials 
for three and a half days of war. 

“I wish I could report that we are setting a quota for 
the United Nations Appeal for Children which represents 
the needs I have outlined, but because of the nature of 
this world-wide appeal, a specific quota is impractical. The 
goals must be set by the people themselves through their 
national committees in accord with their resources, their 
understanding, the warmth of their hearts, and their love 
for peace.” 

Mr. Bowles further pleads, “Next year, 1948, is leap year. 
Instead of the normal 365 days, there will be one addi- 
tional day. If the millions of people throughout the world, 
who grasp the meaning of what we are trying to do, will 
give that day to the coming generation, it will be a vitally 
important occasion in world history. . . . No generation in 
history will carry as great a responsibility as that genera- 
tion which is now growing up, all over the world. As mat- 
ters stand, no generation has been so poorly equipped, from 
the standpoint of nervous, physical, and mental health, 
to meet its responsibilities. 

“If the world of tomorrow is two worlds, it will be be- 
cause half of that world—half of the children of today— 
will have grown up hungry, embittered and desperate.” 

Frankly, I think we are unable to comprehend the vast 
world need before us. The children that survive physically 
will likewise need care and attention spiritually. This is 
by far the greater famine. These multiplied millions of 
children deserve a chance to live. We should dedicate our 
efforts to make it so, and give them the message of salva- 
tion so that they will not just be saved physically for fu- 
ture destruction, but will find peace with their Maker 
and serve the living God. Truly these are perilous times, 
when Christians everywhere should pray most earnestly 
and sincerely for our children—the men and women of 


tomorrow.

The Minister a Gentleman 


“ .. be courteous,” 1 Peter 3:8. 


When is a preacher a good minis- 
ter? I believe the answer could be 
given: When he has learned to be a 
gentleman. There are many minis- 
ters pastoring small, inactive congre- 
gations, or not pastoring at all, 
because they have never learned that 
only a gentleman is liked by every- 
one. It is possible for a man to be 
a Christian, and even called to the 
ministry, and still ignore the many 
little things that lift him out of the 
mediocre class into the status of 
dignity that belongs to one of God’s 
able gentlemen. 

What is a gentleman? A gentleman 
is scrupulously honest in all his deal- 
ings. To be in debt is not a disgrace, 
for the average, underpaid minister 
often faces periods when it is neces- 
sary for him to do business through 
the medium of credit. But to forget 
those debts and leave them unpaid 
is an unforgivable error that has 
ruined the efficiency of many good 
men. 

Equally disgraceful is the minister 
who feels that because of the honor 
of his calling he is permitted to 
“sponge” upon others because they 
have been abundantly blessed with 
the good things of life. The man who 
pays his way as far as he can and 
then stays at home will have more 
friends than the man who goes every- 
where and never “foots” his own Dill. 

It is usually easy to borrow small 
amounts of money, but debts of ex- 
tended terms have broken many pre- 
cious friendships. Every dollar bor- 
rowed should be considered a debt 
of honor, to be paid back upon the 
date promised, or suitable arrange- 
ments should be made that will be 
satisfactory to both parties concerned. 

Do not take it for granted that be- 
cause the person who loaned the 
money to you is a friend he will over- 
look your failure to pay it. You can, 
perhaps, easily overlook the matter, 
but he will, no doubt, continue to look 
for his money. 

When a person is dishonest, he 
places a question mark before his 
Christian experience, and causes 
local gossip that is detrimental to the 
cause of the church. The man who 
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is unscrupulous in his business deal- 
ings has not learned the first prin- 
ciple of becoming a Christian gentle- 
man. 

The honesty of a gentleman ex- 
tends also into the promises he makes, 
both publicly and privately. The 
minister who makes an announce- 
ment from the pulpit that certain 
things will be done makes a promise 
that must be kept to the very best 
of his ability. Such a promise must 
be kept in detail. The minister who 
fails to keep such promises causes his 
people to become suspicious and fail 
to support other important scheduled 
programs. In order for the minister 
to retain the respect of the people, 
he must discipline himself in his 
private life to fulfill his own prom- 
ises, or else not make them, for many 
are the people lost to the church be- 
cause some minister failed to keep 
his word concerning a call to be 
made, some business transaction, or 
some other detail, perhaps very minor. 
An appointment for nine o’clock 
means nine o’clock, or five minutes 
before, not thirty minutes, or even 
ten minutes, after nine. It is one of 
the marks of a gentleman to be punc- 
tual and to fulfill promises. Such a 
man is accepted both in business and 
in society, and is respected by God 
and the church. 

A gentleman pleases in appearance. 
The oft-repeated statement, “You 
may be poor without disgrace, but 
you must be clean,” applies to the 
minister always. To be unclean and 
unkempt is not a mark of humility 
or greatness, as some ministers seem 
to think, but only speaks of an in- 
different attitude to a great calling 
of responsibility. Members of a con- 
gregation like to feel at all times 
that their minister makes the best 
of appearance in the community, that 
he is a man of whom they need never 
be ashamed. After all, he has been 
called to minister to men the un- 
searchable riches of the kingdom of 
God and his very appearance should 
bespeak the value of his vocation. 


A true gentleman has the spirit of 
humility, even when he makes fail- 
ures. It can be expected that at times 
there will be failures, but to fail and 
then try to make excuses makes us 
unconscious hypocrites. Blessed is the 
man who, when he has_ blundered 
and made an error, faces the fact 
without passing the proverbial “buck” 
and without excuse faces the future, 
determined to do better. 

That your congregation may have 
faith in you and believe in your pro- 
gram, you must express faith in other 
people. To search always for the mis- 
takes of others will be to find trouble 
in abundance. Do not always search, 
either, for the hidden meaning in 
every statement a person makes, but 
accept the fact of the statement, for, 
no doubt, that person is just as 
honest as you are. 

A true gentleman learns to respect 
the wishes of others and does not try 
to make them feel inferior. The min- 
ister who, because of a feeling of 
superiority created by virtue of his 
office, seeks to dominate and brow- 
beat people into obedience to his will 
and plans, has little recourse when 
he finds evidence of gossip, back- 
biting, and malicious talk among his 
people, for it is a result of the fear 
he has created within them. The man 
who manifests a dominating spirit 
cannot be called a gentleman, let 
alone a Christian, for he is thinking 
only of himself and his selfish in- 
terests. 

The gentleman minister will have 
the reputation of being a friend to 
people. They will have faith in his 
understanding of their problems, and 
confidence that secrets confided to 
him will always remain secrets. The 
minister who makes public gossip of 
the sins and problems of others will 
soon be without a listening audience. 

No gentleman carries a chip on his 
shoulder, and to argue one’s point is 
to speak of one’s own personal fear 
of defeat. Argument often leads to 
bitter words, later regretted. It always 
pays large dividends to think through 
before speaking and then speak in a 
friendly manner, for an old friend- 
ship retained is often worth more 
than two new ones you hope to win.

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_ A Dersonal Investigation of Blasphemy 


At the risk of bodily harm, Rev. 
Earl P. Paulk and I drove down 
Eighth Avenue to 155th Street in New 
York City a few years ago, to get 
firsthand information concerning a 
most grievous form of modern blas- 
phemy. We had been warned by New 
York police and civilians that it was 
dangerous for white persons to be in 
Harlem after night. Harlem is the 
great Negro settlement of New 
York and is a large city within its 
own boundaries. There is a general 
feeling among its residents that white 
people have no particular business 
beyond 110th Street after dark. We 
were informed that numerous whites 
had been flogged, robbed, stabbed, 
and some murdered. Such _ infor- 
mation was not encouraging to men 
who were touring New York’s avenues 
with uncertainty of direction. Our 
dilemma was acute. The purpose of our 
trip was to get on the inside of what 
is commonly called Father Divine’s 
heaven. The self-styled diminutive 
Negro god was out of New York dur- 
ing the day of our arrival and would 
not be in his Rockland Palace heaven 
until late that night. He would, we 
were assured, be on hand for a great 
banquet that was staked there each 
week. After much debating about the 
advisability of risking a Harlem 
heaven at night, we finally decided 
to go early enough to park our car on 
a well-lighted street near the Rock- 
land Palace, and go in before the sun 
retired, leaving to Providence the time 
of departure at the close of our inves- 
tigation. 


Successful in our plans, we found 
ourselves approaching the spacious 
building where we were to see the 
personality who has attracted so 
many thousands of people, and who 
has, in the last decade, built up an 
organization that demands _ respect, 
politically, economically, and reli- 
giously. The meeting had been in 
session all day, with the exception of 
a few periods for recess. There were 
people eating at the restaurant in 
one section of the building, others 
dancing and shouting and praising 
Father Divine in the main auditorium, 
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and still others selling various wares 
in other sections. There was little 
order to the meeting. Those who 
wished to listen to the various speak- 
ers tried to get near the front, and 
those who wished to get in small 
groups to chat did so; in fact, every- 
one seemed to be at ease. No one was 
restrained from his or her apparent 
inclination. 

The meetings have a touch of a 
political rally because the walls are 
plastered with conspicuous signs of 
“No filibustering,” “Pass the Anti- 
lynching Bill,” etc. There is also the 
carnival touch to the gathering, on 
account of the variety of interests. 
Then, too, there is the religious tinge, 
like an old time Negro camp meeting, 
where the natural urge to dance is 
encouraged. To the embarrassment of 
Brother Paulk, I ventured to ask one 
small group if they really thought 
Father Divine was God. They an- 
swered in the negative and then went 
on to say that they knew he was God. 
They said they had gone beyond a 
mere belief in his divinity, and had 
come to a knowledge of it. Brother 
Paulk was embarrassed because of 
fear that my question might incite a 
riot. We had been told that if anyone 
dared to insult the followers or angels 
of heaven, they were in mortal danger. 


As soon as it became apparent to 
the intelligentsia that we were from 
out of town, we were taken under 
special attention and invited to the 
platform. I must say that there was 
a feeling of physical safety in that 
gesture, and it also afforded us an 
opportunity to see and hear what 
happened. It wasn’t long after we 
were seated among the angels and 
celebrities that one of the angels 
approached with pencil and notebook 
to get our names and professions, as 
well as to secure information as to our 
attitudes. We tried to appear very 
gracious. This interview being over, 
we were told by a white man sitting 
near, that we might be honored to sit 
with Father Divine at the banquet 
table. Now we were on_ treacherous 
grounds. We couldn’t afford to offend 
by refusing, nor could we partake, 


because it was considered their com- 
munion table, so we decided that if we 
were invited we would accept, provid- 
ing we could be excused from eating. 

Time was wearing on toward ten 
o’clock. I became so filled on the 
whole affair that I decided to go to the 
side exit for a breath of air. On reach- 
ing the exit, I noticed a burly police- 
man on duty, so decided to go talk 
with him. He told me that it was about 
time for Father Divine to arrive, so I 
went inside and asked Brother Paulk 
to come with me and, after assuring 
him of police protection, we proceeded 
to the outside. The kindly patrolman 
told us to stand off at the edge 
of the building to keep from be- 
ing trodden on, “For,” said he, “when 
that $17,000 special-built limousine 
rolls up here, there will be a blast 
from the horn on the vehicle, and peo- 
ple will pour out of all doors here to 
welcome the father.” We moved back 
and in a few minutes we saw this lux- 
urious car, resplendent with throne 
and accessories, turn the corner. By 
the time it stopped at the curb some 
twenty feet away, there was a blast of 
its horn and people literally swarmed 
out of the building, yelling a welcome 
to their god. First, about a dozen girls 
came out of the limousine, six Negro 
and six white. They appeared to be in 
their late teens. They were richly 
dressed. Then came Father Divine. He 
waved his hand in response to their 
cheers and hastened on inside. 

After this appearance of their god, 
the meeting took on new interest. We 
returned to the platform and were 
soon invited by the dapper white law- 
yer manager to sit at the banquet. We 
expressed delight but also added that 
we were indisposed to eat. He in turn 
requested that we sit at the banquet, 
nevertheless. This we did. It was just 
a few minutes after the three long, 
immaculate and decorative tables, 
each about one hundred and fifty feet 
in length, were filled that Father Di- 
vine entered from a side anteroom. All 
stood and he strode to his place at the 
table, took a gold-plated bell and rang 
it several times, then sat down in his 
chair, which was about fifteen feet

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Open Doors 
of Opportunity in Equpt 


We left Jerusalem, Palestine, last 
September, travelling by automobile 
to Egypt. We descended the Judean 
Mountains on the Jaffa and Tel Aviv 
Road and, passing on every side 
places of Biblical happenings, we soon 
entered a great valley called Ajalon. 
This is the place, or valley, where 
Joshua commanded the sun and 
moon to stand still while he com- 
pleted his battle against the Canaan- 
ites. He cried out and said, “Sun, 
stand thou still upon Gibeon, and 
thou moon in the valley of Ajalon.” 

Our road soon forked and we took 
the one to the left and turned south. 
We passed the city of Gaza. This is 
new Gaza, but is built near the site of 
the Gaza where Samson ran off with 
the gates of the city. After a few 
hours, we reached the Palestine fron- 
tiers at a place called Khan Younis. 
Here we passed through the _ usual 
passport-checking and the customs 
routines by the frontier and customs 
officials. Everything being satisfac- 
tory, we were permitted to continue 
toward Egypt. A few minutes’ drive 
from Khan Younis, we entered the 
Egyptian territory and began our long 
journey through the Sinai Desert, the 
same desert Israel crossed many cen- 
turies ago. Though the Government’s 
checking posts through the desert 
were many and sometimes very 
unfriendly, yet they helped to break 
the monotony of the unvarying 
scenes of sand and the moving sand 
dunes. The’‘sand and a few desert 
bushes, such as Moses saw burning 
when God called to him at the back 
of the desert, together with the no- 
madic Bedouin and his camels and 
black tents of Kedar, are about all 
one sees as he traverses this bleak 
and barren region. 

After many hours of blowing sand 
hitting us in the face, and of tasting 
it in our mouths, we reached- the 
famous Suez Canal at the western 
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edge of the desert. We crossed the 
canal and stopped at the Egyptian 
customs office on the other side. 
There we endured a thorough check- 
ing of every package in our possession 
by the customs officials. From here 
we passed on through the little town 
of Ismailia and through the southern 
part of the land of Goshen, which 
Joseph had given to his brothers be- 
cause it was reputed to be the best 
grazing land in all Egypt. In twelve 
hours from the time we left Jeru- 
salem, we reached the large city of 
Cairo, Egypt. This city has more than 
one and a half million people in it. In 
the center of Cairo you would think 
yourself downtown in one of our bet- 
ter American cities, but one has to go 
only a short distance from the cen- 
ter of the city and one will see life as 
it was in the days of the Pharoahs. 
Three days after we arrived in 
Egypt, it was announced that cholera 
had broken out in the country. We 
were not alarmed at first, for we did 
not realife the seriousness of the 
Situation, but for the past two 
months, Egypt has had one of the 
worst cholera epidemics since 1902. 
Many thousands of people have died 
during this two months’ period, and 
for weeks a daily average of more 
than five hundred a day died of this 
disease. Everyone was only too glad 
to follow the necessary precautions 
recommended by the Ministry of 
Health. It is needless to say that peo- 
ple in Egypt were in a panic about this 
disease. A physician here told us that 
the disease had an eighty per cent 
mortality rate and that the other 
twenty per cent may be left maimed 
for life. Travelling from Egypt to 
other countries by car, bus, or train 
was soon prohibited, and eventually 
the ban on travel was ordered to in- 
clude travelling inside Egypt as well, 
so that we were not permitted to go 
very far. This measure was taken to

prevent the spreading of the disease. 
We are grateful to God that He kept 
us through it all and so far we have 
not had a report of even one case 
among our people. 

The first several days we spent go- 
ing to the Ministry of Interior for an 
extension of our visa. We had entered 
the country on a visa good for only 
one week inside Egypt. After we had 
obtained, we thought, some _ con- 
sideration concerning an extension of 
the visa, we went about with Brother 
Labib, our native superintendent, 
whom we found already in Cairo, to 
visit the churches. 

I soon learned that we had a fine 
band in Egypt, whom we have reasons 
to appreciate as another loyal link in 
our great world chain of the Church 
of God organization. Brother Labib 
said God told him many years ago 
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that He had a great people in 
America with whom He wanted him 
to affiliate. There is great unity 
among the people of our churches 
here, and they seem to naturally pull 
together in their work. In most of 
the churches, they have services every 
night and during many week days. I 
have not seen a service yet that we 
did not have good attendance, and in 
some of the services there is not room 
enough. Great interest and eagerness 
to hear the gospel is so largely shown 
that it is not at all difficult to get an 
inspiration. It is a real thrill to preach 
the gospel to people who want to hear 
it and will stay awake to listen. We 
are constantly receiving calls to come 
and visit and preach to others outside 
our own churches. 

Being in America all my life, where 
ministers and Christian workers were

always plentiful, I have never realized 
until now the full meaning of Jesus’ 
words in Luke 10:2, “... The harvest 
truly is great, but the labourers are 
few: pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he would send forth 
labourers into his harvest.” Surely 
the harvest is the Lord’s and in Egypt 
it is white unto reaping. The doors are 
truly open for us here now, but if 
we do not take advantage of the 
opportunity, I am afraid it will slip 
between our fingers. We do not have 
half enough pastors for the churches. 
In some places where we have big 
works we have to use some of the lay 
members to care for them. Yet, in 
spite of this holdback, it is surprising 
how God has held the work together. 
This field is seriously in need of a 
school for the training of native 
workers. A school will not only help 





the native 
workers, but it will help us when we 
want to send more missionaries to 
this field. This is a Moslem govern- 
ment and they have a treaty that al- 


the work by training 


lows them to bar new missionaries 
from coming to Egypt to do missionary 
work. A missionary can come only as 
a replacement of another missionary, 
or, if the organization has a school, 
they may come as teachers in the 
school. This country also has a new 
legislation that will take place in less 
than one year which will greatly af- 
fect the opening of any more new 
schools. All foreign missions operat- 
ing in this country are afraid this new 
law will hinder their work. I am not 
too sure that I am going to be able 
to stay long at a time in Egypt myself, 
for I did not come here as a replace-

Greetings in Jesus’ precious name. 
Sometime ago, in our young people’s 
meeting, I told the young people that 
they could ask me Biblical questions 
that might be on their minds and 
seemed hard for them to understand. 
They asked quite a- few, but one 
brother wanted to know who Cain’s 
wife was. 

Of course, in the different parts of 
the world it seems everybody wants 
to know who Cain’s wife was. 
In studying the Scripture carefully, 
having it rightly divided and rightly 
connected, the question can be an- 
swered Biblically. We read in the 4th 
chapter of Genesis, verses 16, 17: “And 
Cain went out from the presence of 
the Lord, and dwelt in the land of 
Nod, on the east of Eden. And Cain 
knew his wife; and she conceived, 
and bare Enoch.” In the third chap- 
ter of Genesis, verse 20, we read: 
“And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve; because she was the mother of 
all living.” From these portions of 
Scripture, we can see that there was 
no one living, of the human race, of 
whom Eve was not his mother. 
Whether they were son, daughter, 
grandson, or granddaughter, they 
were all descendants of Mother Eve 
and Father Adam. Chapter four, 
verse one says, “And Adam knew Eve 
his wife; and she conceived, and bare 
Cain, and said, I have gotten a man 
child from the Lord.” Verse 2 says, 
“And she again bare his brother 
Abel.” We have no doubt that Cain 
and Abel were Adam and Eve’s first 
two boys. The Scripture only gives 
a record of these two boys, and after- 
wards Seth, naming them, but God 
told Adam to go and multiply and 
replenish, and God’s work is that of 
perfection. Reading the various scrip- 
tures, we can readily see that Adam 
and Eve had a girl, or girls, but they 
were not recorded by name, nor any 
mention made of the girls. Adam 
called his wife Eve because she was 
the mother of all living. 

Cain’s wife was not a gorilla, or 
a monkey, as some people think, but 
she was one of his own sisters, born 
of Mother Eve and begotten by Adam, 
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for Adam called his wife Eve because 
she was the mother of all living. So 
we see that Cain’s wife was one of 
his own sisters. Chapter 5, verse 4, 
“And the days of Adam after he had 
begotten Seth were eight hundred 
years: and he begat sons and daugh- 
ters.” None of these sons’ or daugh- 
ters’ names were mentioned. In God’s 
great wisdom, He ailowed Cain and 
Abel a name, to be mentioned or left 
on record for different reasons. We 
can see from the beginning that there 
were wrong and right, good and bad, 
worshipers of God and nonworship- 
ers. For instance, during the last war, 
each morning I picked up the daily 
paper and there was always some- 
thing said about Hitler and Mr. 
Churchill and Stalin and Roosevelt. 
I can’t say whether any of these men 
had any brothers or sisters. The 
papers did not mention their mothers 
or wives, but only these men, on whom 
great responsibility was resting. It is 
only a matter that Cain’s and Abel’s 
names were recorded according to 


God’s plan, and none of the girls’ 
names were mentioned, for God 
knows best. 

Genesis 1:24, 25, “And God said, 
Let the earth bring forth the living 
creature after his kind, cattle, and 
creeping thing, and beast of the earth 
after his kind: and it was so. And 
God made the beast of the earth 
after his kind, and cattle after their 
kind, and every thing that creepeth 
upon the earth after his kind: and 
God saw that it was good.” The per- 
fect God, who made everything after 
its kind, would He fall to make a 
wife for Cain? Who was Cain? He 
was the son of Adam and Eve, and 
God gave him a wife after his kind. 
I would not be surprised that Cain 
had his wife long before he killed 
his brother, Abel, and when God 
talked to him so straight, he must 
have been ashamed to look on Abel’s 
wife, his mother, and his father.

We have about thirty churches and 
missions in Egypt, and with a few 
years of real interest shown to them 
by the Church of God organization in 
America, we should have as good a 
mission work here as the Church has 
in any field of its endeavors. 

In one of our churches in Cairo, we 
have about one hundred and fifty 
members. They are worshiping in a 
very small building, too small for 
their number, and in a very unde- 
sirable location, but it is difficult for 
them to provide better. They have 
services every night of the week, and 
are more fortunate than some of our 
churches, for they do have a pastor. 
The other one in Cairo has about 
seventy-five members, and is a nice 
class of people, of whom some are 
teachers in the native schools, clerks 
in the Ministry of Interior, and in 


other nice positions. They have a pas- 
tor, but because of the many places 
among our work that don’t have pas- 
tors, they have agreed to share him 
with other churches and let him go 
also among them and preach. I count 
this a real sacrifice, but this is the 
spirit of these people—they are will- 
ing to help one another. 

I wish it were possible for us to own 
property here in Cairo, where we 
could establish a headquarters for the 
rest of the work in this country, and 
wherein we could also open the 
school. Without property that is 
owned by the Church, it is all the 
more expensive for us to live in this 
country. We are having to pay an ex- 
orbitant price for a house in which 
to live. 

A place is shown here where Joseph 
and Mary are supposed to have come 
when they fled with the young child 
Jesus from King Herod. Conditions 
seem to be much the same with His 
people now as they were with Him: 
they found no place for Him in the 
inn, and He testified that the foxes 
had holes and the birds of the air had 
nests, but the Son of man had no 
place to lay His head. Surely, what the 
missionary is able to accomplish for 
God under the circumstances will not 
be by might or power or finance, but 
“by my Spirit, saith the Lord.” 

We have another church on the 
outskirts of Cairo which I wish to 
mention. It is located near one of the 
king’s palaces. It is a small church, 
but they are regular with their serv- 
ices and several were saved there last 
month. They hold services in a broth- 
er’s home, and have no pastor, but 
is looked after by one of the lay mem- 
bers. 

Though we have been handicapped 
because of the cholera, yet we were 
able to do some visiting among the 
churches in upper Egypt before the 
disease spread to that part. We had a 
number of successive services at Dair 
El Jarnous. This is the village home 
of Brother Labib. The church there 
is a strong work, and the services are 
held in a church building that Broth- 
er Labib built. Our nightly crowds 
were estimated to number three hun- 
dred. We visited among several other 
churches of our work in Upper 
Egypt and found that they were reg- 
ular in their services for the Lord, 
and were happy to have someone to 
show interest in them. The ban on 
travelling has been lifted inside

We 
certainly appreciate having Brother 
Renfro in the State, and we hope we 
can keep him here. He is a good 
musician and singer, and a very good 
preacher.

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Holland Brethren Thankful to God 
and American Brethren 
Dear Brother Walker: 

Greetings in the precious name of 
the Lord. I thank you very much for 
sending me your monthly magazine. 
It is a real blessing to me; in the first 
place, because it shows your friendship 
toward me and the brethren here in 
Holland, and secondly, because several 
of the articles were a blessing to my 
heart and I translated some for our 
monthly, which is published by the 
editor, Pastor P. v.d. Woude, ’s-Gra- 
vendeelstraat 12, Rotterdam-Zuid. I 
remember very well your missionary 
who was representing your church 
in the World Conference in Zurich, 
and the very sound words he was 
speaking about the way of acting in 
the mission field. 

With regard to myself, I can tell you 
that I am the pastor of a nice As- 
sembly of God here in Rotterdam, 
helped by a co-pastor, Brother P. J 
Vriesema, who is living also here in 
Rotterdam and taking my place here 
as well as in my mission post in the 
northern part of the country, which 
I started shortly ago and where the 
Lord has been blessing up until now 
in a very marvelous way. Several souls 
have been healed, one of a deadly 
illness, given up by the physicians. 
She gives a very strong testimony to 
these people about salvation and di- 
vine healing.

The great- 
er part of the ministers there are 
modernists and are living very world- 
ly, and do not show interest in the 
spiritual needs of that people. Several 
of their churches are losing more and 
more of their people and their influ- 
ence because there is no real spiritual 
life and a lack of ministers. 


Please, brethren, pray, pray for us 
in Holland. That is the greatest help 
you might be able to give to us, and 
we shall be very thankful for your 
prayers. We here in Holland are very 
thankful to our American brethren 
for the relief goods they sent us via 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, New York. Many naked ones 
have been clothed by these goods. It 
was a real blessing of the Lord to us. 
Undoubtedly, the Lord Himself has 
been their reward.

from my place. When all were seated 
again, the courses of meal began. It 
would be impossible for me to describe 
the abundance of food served. About 
one hundred and fifty courses of food, 
everything from roasted turkey to 
toothpicks. The service of the banquet 
was the finest possible. We let all the 
delicacies pass by. Scores of people in 
the main auditorium were separated 
from the banquet room by a sort of 
colonnade and they continued their 
worship of Father Divine. He was very 
reserved and showed little signs of re- 
action to their worship. They had 
special chorus singers, who sang at 
intervals when the worshipers seemed 
to tire in their extremely fervent, 
enthusiastic worship. Then there were 
testimonials of praise to the divine 
father, readings by the manager from 
followers at distant points who had 
written about the blessings attending 
the followers of the peace mission. 
The blasphemous sacrilege was very 
repulsive and I pled the efficacious 
blood of my Redeemer time and 
again. One of the songs was entitled, 
“We Have a Right to Eat the Body of 
God,” and there was much hilarity 

during this song. 

We were approached by the manager 
and invited to speak, but refrained. 
Seated near us were a young lawyer 
and his wife, who were there for their 
first time. At the beginning they were 
skeptical of it all, but it seemed, as 
they ate of the banquet, they were af- 
fected as by an evil spirit of deception, 
for when he was invited to speak he 
gave a fervent approval of all, and 
eulogized Father Divine. There was 
also another lawyer and doctor of 
medicine, among others, who spoke in 
glowing terms of their favorable im- 
pression. So overcome was the doctor 
that tears filled his eyes as he ex- 
pressed his deep appreciation of the 
honor he had to be at the banquet. 
We could stand such a rebuff to our 
faith in the eternal God, His Son Je- 
sus, and the blessed Spirit that dwelt 
within us, no longer, so we left, realiz- 
ing we had seen an evil thing wrought 
and that about five million reputed 
followers are possessed by a fiendish 
spirit of error. 

Upon reflection of it all, I have a 
clearer understanding of the burden 
borne and expressed by the apostle 
Paul when he prophesied concerning 
the last days and warned of seducers, 
deceivers, and all manner of evil 
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workings of Satan. Jesus also told us of 
false christs and deceivers. These 
things are alarming in America. Let us 
do what we can to spread the gospel of 
Jesus Christ in these days when men 
are drowning in perdition. I am sure 
we have within our reach, yea, even 
within our hearts, a reality that will 
attract the lost to Him, the real Giver 
of Life and Peace. Should Jesus tarry 
afew more years, this blasphemer and 
his system will fail, for he will die and 
his followers, who now affirm his in- 
fallibility and immortality, will have 


no prop to lean on, but we are depend- 


ing on the Christ who died and rose 
again to lead us out of this distraught 
world into a land of eternal glory. Our 
heaven will not be one of brick, con- 
crete or wood, but it will be as de- 
scribed by the revelator on the isle of 
Patmos; so I say with Moses, “Their 
rock is not as our Rock.” We will not 
walk on boards and concrete, but on 
streets of gold. The horrors of Harlem 
will not affect the society of the pearly 
white city of God. 

This expose of our investigation is 
far from covering the minute details, 
but is written for the purpose of stir- 
ring the reader to a closer walk with 
God in the light of these conditions of 
idolatry in America. I must add that a 
person who is not well fortified 
against evil powers should not subject 
himself to this powerful and per- 
suasive wile of Satan.

Egypt, though there is some cholera 
yet in some of the villages and towns. 
We plan to get started visiting more 
of the work immediately. We have a 
nice band of members in the port city 
of Alexandria, which we visited last 
summer when we made our first visit 

to Egypt. 

There is an urgent need in‘all the 
Middle East for the spreading of the 
gospel, and from the way things are 
shaping up in this part of the world, 
it looks like the Lord is soon coming. 
I’m sure we will need to have done 
our best for Him in this field. He will 
reign from Jerusalem some day. 

In view of the fact that the Church 
of God is now undertaking to promote 
the interest of the gospel and its mis- 
sion endeavors in the Middle East, 
and especially Palestine and Egypt, 
and since these countries have a 
special sacredness to all Christians 
because of their association with 
Biblical happenings, and more so that 


of our Lord’s ministry and the work 
of the apostles during the time of the 
early Church, I want to draw your 
attention to the position with which 
we are confronted. 

Our Missions Department is under- 
going a tremendous financial strain 
in trying to cope with the inflation 
in the cost of living in all of our mis- 
sion fields, and because of many un- 
foreseen heavy drains on the mission 
treasury they are limited in their 
ability to take on any _ further 
responsibilities toward the financing 
of the work in this field; therefore, in 
order to help the Missions Department 
to meet the urgent need in this field, 
I am appealing to any of our church- 
es, or our friends with reference to 
the needed finance to continue the 
work in the Middle East, especially 
the opening of the work in Jerusalem 
and meeting the need in Egypt. We 
shall not lose our reward by helping 
to promulgate the gospel to the coun- 
tries that first gave it to us. 

Anyone wishing to contribute to the 
support of this work may do so by 
sending your contribution to our 
Executive Missions Secretary, in care 
of our Missions Department in Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, and specify that you 
are sending it for Egypt and Pales- 
tine, or one of these countries, and 
they will send it to us for use in this 
field. 

Unless more financial help is forth- 
coming to this field immediately, it 
will be disastrous to the work here. I 
trust that God will supply the funds 
and that we shall be able to stay on 
the mission field. Since we have seen 
with our own eyes the need of the 
work here, and since God has laid the 
burden on our hearts, we shall never 
be satisfied until the work of His 
Church is on a good footing here.

If you are correct in your point, 
it will be based upon Biblical au- 
thority; time will be its proof, for 
time proves all the things that have 
to do with eternal problems. 

A gentleman is gracious. When you 
are invited into a home, always re- 
member it is not your home. The 
statement, “Make yourself at home,” 
does not excuse rude infringement 
upon the system operating there. You 
are only a guest. Soon despised and 
never invited the second time is the 
minister who forgets the respect due 
the home in which he is entertained. 
To find fault with the food, the serv- 
ice, or anything else provided (even if 
it is not always desirable) is to prove 
you have found the road to being an 
old “grouch,” and before long, calls 
for meetings and calls to desirable 
pastorates will be fewer in number. 

Perhaps one of the gravest errors 
a minister can commit is to talk about 
people after they have befriended 
him. We should always remember 
that every man’s home is his own 
strength, and for us ever to carry 
away tales, even as humor, marks us 
as uncouth. 

Older ministers are sometimes free 
with their criticism of the younger 
men who are making their mark in 
the world through methods that dif- 
fer from theirs. Such criticism is cer- 
tainly ungentlemanly and it often is 
an indication of a last bitter fight on 
the part of the older ministers to re- 
gain their lost popularity—popularity 
which will slip away even more rapid- 
ly as they continue to find fault and 
criticize. To spread stories about 
other ministers is to create circum- 
stances that will be faced at the 
judgment bar of God, for ministers 
of Christ must love one another and 
forget small, personal differences; 
they must work together for the ad- 
vancement of the kingdom of God. 

Yes, I think that perhaps if many 
of the great leaders and teachers of 
the past were to face us as a body 
of ministers and to speak words of 
wisdom to us, they might say, “Min- 
isters, seek to become better Chris- 
tians, and then learn to be gentle- 
men.”—Reprinted in Louisiana State 
News.

“We must do the thing that the 
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world is not doing!” said Miss Henri- 
etta C. Mears, youth department di- 
rector, Hollywood Presbyterian 
Church. “We must do the thing that 
the school is not doing—Lead OUR 
YOUTH TO CHRIST!” In one of the 
most outstanding lectures given dur- 
ing the convention, Miss Mears told 
us that 37 million Americans in the 
U.S. never go to church. In England, 
5 per cent of the men go to church, 
and in America the situation is stag- 
gering. The Sunday School is so ex- 
tremely important to our youth. 
“Bring our youth to Christ—educate 
them in Christ.” She stated that the 
“Sunday School workers have the big- 
gest job in the world.” We deal with 
eternity, while others deal with time. 
Our Sunday School teachers need to 
be the best. Our youth sit in school 
at the feet of teachers who are high- 


ly educated, while so many times the 
Word of God is handled rudely. She 
stated further that 80 per cent of 
our boys went into the service of our 
country knowing practically nothing 
about Christ, according to our chap- 
lains. 

Christ was and is neglected in the 
home. “Introduce Christ in the home.” 
Don’t try anywhere else till you take 
Him home. We should be more con- 
cerned as to “how to make a life,” 
than just “how to make a living.” 

Space will not permit our telling 
you of the valuable study on visual 
aid, as well as many other important 
subjects. 

Personally, I feel that we, the 
Church of God people, would receive 
much help, as well as render valuable 
service, if only more of us would at- 
tend such valuable services.
